Ford's Lawyer Asks Court to
Exclude Mexican Conspir-
acy Story

Mt, Clomens, Mich,, June 10,—Al-
feed Lucking, attorney for Henry Ford
in the trial of the latter's £1,000,000
libel gnit agninst the Chicago Tribune,
today entered an objection to the in-
troduction of the “plan of Ban Diego,""
offered in evidence by the defendant at o
yesterday's proceedings. This “'plan of
San DMego,'"' it appeared from the tes-
timony of several picturtsque witoesses
in the form of rangers, deputy sheriffs
and others from the Mexican border,
contemplated 8 conspiracy of empire
which invelvad the eapture by Mexicans
of the states of Texns, New Mexico,
Arizona and the southern part of Call-
fornia.

Lucking told the court this allegad
‘‘plan apparently existed ounly in the
head of one Mexican, Bacilio Ramas,
from whom it was captured, Ramas,
